This 
report may be required of all 
people who received Social 
Security benefits except those 
who were over 72 for all of 1974, 
or received disability on their 
own record. 

Avert! explained thal the 
annual report orovides one 
means by which the Soctal 
Security Administration doter- 
mines if a beneficiary has beon 
overpaid or underpaid for the 
last year. The deadline to file 
the annual report is April 15, 
1975, the same as for filing 
Federal Income tax returns.

Social Scourity Adniinistiation 
and not with internal Revenue 
Service. Those beneficiaries 
that the Social Security Admint- 
stration knew were going to 
earn over $2,400.00 will receive 
the reporting card in the mail.

Social Security Earnings | 
increase to $14,100 Jan. 1 


Beginning January -1, 1975, 
the maximum amount of earn- 
ings in a year that count for 
social security will automatical- 
ly increase to $14,100, up from 
1974's maximum of $13,200, 
Dale M. Averill, District Mana- 
ger of the Traverse City Social 
Security office announced. 

Also in 1975, the maximum 
amount that a beneficiary can 
earn and still get all his social 
security checks will increase to 
32,520 In a year under the same 
automatic increase provisions 
of the law, Mr. Averill said. The

$2,520 in 1975 may still get 
some social security benefits, 
but every dollar they earn above 
$2,520 may cause 2 reduction of 
50 cents in their social security 
benefits for the year. No matter 
how much they earn in 1975, 
they can get their full benefit for 
any month in which they do not 
earn more than $210 in wages 
(up from $200 in 1974) and do 
not perform substantial services 
in self-employment. 

These will be the first auto- 
matic increases to take place 
under provistons of the Social 
Security Law enacted in 1972 
and 1973, the manager said, He 


noted that these innreases are . 


determined on the basis of a 
formula in the law which auto- 
matically produces a_ result 
based on reported statistics. 

"The formula is designed to 
keep both the contribution and 
benefit bases, and the retire- 
ment test exempt amount, up to 
date as average waye ieveid rise 
throughout the Nation,” Averill 
explained. "Under the law these 
automatic increases can take 
effect only after a year in which 
there has been an automatic 
increase in social security bene- 
fits. An 11 percent increase in 
benefits that met this require- 
ment took effect eariiee in 
1974." 

“The contribution and benefit 
base is the maximum amount of 
earnings in a year that are 
creditable toward social se- 
curity benefits and are taxable 
under social securiiy. The new 
base of $14,100 will provide 
additional income to the Social 
Security program without in- 
creasing the taxes of workers 


who earn $13,200 or less ina - 


year," Averitt said. 

He noted that the social 
security tax rate, now at 5.85 
percent of taxable earnings for 
ampfoyees and emp!oyers each, 
and 7.9 percent of taxable 
earnings for self-employed peo- 
ple, will remain unchanged in 
19/4, . 

The increase in taxes payable 
on 1974 earnings for workers 
who earn more than $13,200 will 
lange up io a maxsinim of 
$52.65 each for a wage earner 
and his employer, and $71.10 
for a seif-empioyed person. The 
maximum socia! security tax a 
wage earmer will pay in 1975 will 
be $824.85, and a self-employed 
porsan, $4,178.00 

“In return for the increase in 
taxes,” Averill continued, “these 
atfected workers will have great- 
er protection because a larger 
amount of their earnings wiil be 


credited taward benefits than~ - 


before. This will mean higher 
benefits: for’ them and their 
tamilies in the event of retire- 
ment, disability, or death, than 
would have been possible with- 
out an increase in the base.”

League on the same basis as boys. 

In case ycu missed the momentous 
news, President Ford chose Christ- 
mas Day—-indeed an appropriate time 
—to sign into law a bill that amends 
the fedeérai charter of Little League 
Baseball, inc., which up to then had 
specified that the league was an 
organization for boys only. 

Last year 22 class action suits had 
been brought here and there around 
the country seeking to break down 
the boys-only provisions, and a New 
Jersey court had ruled in favor of the 
girls. 

Encountering this virtua! plethora 
of fitigation (Ed. Noite: i inougnt a 
little Howard Cosell style would fit in 
here), the Little League organization 
petitioned Congress to amend its 
charter.

Of course, fegistating equality on 
the baseball diamond is a simple 
matter compared with the shortage of 
oil, or the slaughter of cattle, or the 
double whammy of simultaneous in- 
flation and recession.

“The players are back now, playing 
their one-on-one basketball, trying to 
catch the eye of a pro scout, playing 
not for the team but for themselves. 

How 
can you be expected to feel loyalty to 
a factory?” ean 

Writer Young makes some good 
points. 

It seems to me this is one of the 
few incidents in sports when every- 
body foses; in the MSU player 
walkout, nobody came out ahead.
